AUTOCRACY IMPOSSIBLE. 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

Lord Reading, the former Viceroy 
of India, delivered an ‘important 
apecch this afternoon at a meeting 
of the federal’ structure sub-com- 
mittee. The specch amounts to 
the declaration of the attitude 
of the Liberal section of the 


. British’ delegation on the main 


question before the | gub-com- 
mittee. He. associated himself’ 
warmly with the opinion expressed 
by My. Sapru on Iriday that the 
only cure for distrust was trust, 
and he made a plea for mutual trust 
between India and Britain. 

The queation of. the responsibi- 
Hty and goettloment of the Hindu 
Moslem controversy were the most 
important matters before the con- 
ference. Regarding the latter, he 
expressed the earnest hope that 
when it came! up again it would be 
found . to have been — settled 
amicably. He-devoted his speech 
solely to the question of regpon- 
sibility. 

Adequate Safeguard. 


Since ‘the Princes had declared 
their intention of joining in a fed- 
eral constitution for all India, a new 
situation was created and, as the 


Prime’ Minister had gaid, the de- 
claration had revolutionised . the 
whole aspect of the matter before 
them. The Liberal section of the 
British delegation had ap- 
proached’ the subject of res- 
ponsibility, of a federat  exesu- 
tive and ‘federal legislature 
with a genuine. desire to give effect 
as far as they legitimately could to 


" the views of the British Indian de- 


“ legations provided adequato” safe- 
guards and reservations were intro- 
duced, enabling the Government of 
India to be carried on with reason- 
able: security and ‘protection to all 
interests, and that the new’ con- 
stitution would be fairly worknble. 
That was the recommer dation the 
Liberal section would make to their 
party in Parliament. 

The necessary safeguards and re- 
servation were in fact very little 
in advance of those which, It ul- 
ready had been admitted, must be 
made. In setting up'a federal sya- 
tem it was Inevitable they should 
meet complications and difficulties. 
It was Idle to rofuse te 
recognise that at this stage 
there must be some form 
of dual. Government. Ques- 
tions like defence, army, foreign re- 
lations, . International . obligations, 
and obligations already undertaken, 
must be ‘regarded as outaide the 
region of the controversy ‘ind as 
reserved subjects. : 

Autocrat Not Wanted. 

The Viceroy or Governor-Géneral’ 
ust be .responsible to some au- 
thority. They could not, have an 
‘autocrat at the head. Relations 
with the Princes in dynastic mat- 
ters andi questions generally re- 
ferred to in connection with para- 
mountry would also bo Included 
among. the reserved subjects.—

Unusual Incident in 
Kowloon. 


JAPANESE’ VICTIMSED. 


There was a night of strange 
happenings for Mrs. S. Mishioka, 
a widow living alone. at 58, Hai- 
phong Road, Kowloon, first floor. 

In’ her“ report to the Water 
Police, she stated that she is a 
manicurist. At about 9.80 o'clock 
Jast: night she was alone in her 
flat, when, on hearing a knock at 
the door she opened it. Two men, 
one ‘described as a Portuguese 
nnd the other stated to be a 
Japanese, entered, and she was 


forced to go. back to her room, 


without any explanation, 

They demanded money, but she 
refused to give them any, and a 
struggle ensued, during which the 
men foreed d potato into her 
mouth as a gag.

Reserved and unreserved 
subject questions would be discuss- 
ed in the cabinet but on reserved 
points the cabinet would not. vote 
and on unreserved points the 
Viceroy’s ministers would mot vote. 

Lord Reading dealt at length 
with finance questions and urged 
great care in exchange and 
currency matters, control of which 
must pending the establishment of 
a reserve bank be left with the 
Viceroy. Although law‘and order 
were to be transferred to the pro- 
vinces, the overriding power must 
bg left with the Viceroy to act in 
where disorder covered a 
wider area, Assuming that a 
federal conatitution came into 
existence and they carried out what 
they had been discussing, India 
would have made an‘ immense con- 
stitutional . advance.

PROCEDURE ‘UNPRECEDENTED? 


In the course of Mr. Fitzroy’s 
eross-examination of the third 
accused in the alleged arson case 
at the Assizes to-day, Mr, Jenkin 
registered a strong protest 
against the way the examination 
was conducted, remarking that 
the Crown was trying to have it 
both ways by asking the witness 
questions with the view of secur- 
jng answers which would:-impli- 
cate the other two accused. The 
examination of the witness was 
more like examination. in chief 
than cross-examination. 

Mr. Jenkin said that he was 
not representing the third accus- 
ed, but he was bound to remark 
that the procedure was unpre- 
cedented and manifestly unfair to 
the prisoner. If the Crown wish- 
ed to use him against the other 
two why did“they not withdraw 
against him? By this procedure 
they were using him and then 
would ask the jury to convict him 
also. 

His Lordship ruled that Mr. 
Fitzroy was within his right, 
whereupon Mr, Jenkin sat down. 

A little Jater Mr. Jenkin again 
protested, remarking that Mr. 
Fitzroy was making the witness 
repeat all that he had said yes- 
terday in reply to his Lordship.

Chairman’s Welcome. 

The speeches were all in Chin- 
ese, and the Chairman, in wel- 
coming Mr. Wood and the guests, 
said, inter alia, that the “Yan 


Yan Fong” (the reconstructed | ° 


wing), was first erected 21 
years ago. It was originally in- 
tended for treatment of plague 
cases, the branch hospital at Ken- 
nedy Town having been changed 
into a smallpox hospital.’ 
Continuing, the Chairman said 
that it was proposed that the 
western portion of the first floor’ 
should be used as a waiting room 
for patients requiring Western 
treatment, It would also contain 
an out-patients’ room, and a 
Western drug dispensary.

_. A Happy Coincidence. 

The Chairman went on to 
state that the new building had 
cost in all $86,000. It was suspi- 
cious that the construction hap- 
pened to be completed on the 60th 
anniversary of the Hospital. 
(Applause). 

As regards finance, it was ex- 
pected to let the ground floor, 
divided into ten portions, for ren- 
tals aggregating $360 a month, 
and the premises occupied at pre- 
sent by the nurses would also be 
let at monthly rentals amounting 
to $200, In this way a consider- 
ahle portion of the cost would 
soon be paid off. (Applause).

FIRST OFFICIAL FORECAST OF 
THE CROP. 


The first officihl forecast issued 
by the Ministry of Commerce and 
Communications of the yield of 
1980 rice crop in the Seven Inner 
Circles is 49,530,000 piculs of 
padi, or 2,950,000 tons, from 
which it is estimated that 
29,000,000 piculs, or 1,726,000 
tons, will be available for export, 

The planted area, as known at 


the end of October, was 11,320,000 
rai, or 4,528,000 acres (a new re- 
cord), and the total damage is 
estimated for the present at 
1,000,000 rai, or 400,000 acres. 
The grain itself is stated on the 
whole to be of good quality and 
heavy, and the yield has been 
calculated, therefore, on an aver- 
age of 4.8 piculs per raii The 
only district which appears to 
have suffered severely is that of 
Lopburi, where the loss is reckon- 
ed to be nearly 25 per cent. of the 
planted area. Samud Sakorn also 
suffered considerable damage, but 
the area involved ia relatively a 
small one.. 

' As anticipated, the carry-over 
from last year’s crop is large, in 
spite of the poor yield, and is re- 
ported to be in the neighbourhood 
of 200,000 tons,

Dr. E. F, Armstrong, chalrman 
of the’ Association of British 
Chemical Manufacturers, address- 
ing the Society of Dyers and

Lecture. 


The importance “of a correct 
attitude, of mind in attaining cor- 
rect functioning of the human 
hody, ‘was stressed ‘in a lecture at 
the Victoria Memorial ‘Hall, Singa- 
pore,-by Dr. P. Fennelly, Lh, D,, on 
“Nerve Control—Why you are 
nervous ‘and how to correct it.”

When 
that was overdrawn, there ap- 
peared that condition that was 50 
often complained of—listlessness. 

But, however much the fuel 
that was supplied, for the body to 
be able to benefit by it—use it in 
the “acquisition and: storage of 
nervous cnergy — there must be 
correct mental balance. 

The lecturer instanced a clock. 
A correct attitude of mind was to 
the human body what, the pendu- 
lum was to the clock. 

Interfering with the pendulum 
immediately upset the . delicate 
mechanism of the clock. All ita 
nervous energy-ran out. Instead 
of ticking regularly, its action be- 
came nervous, So it was with the 
human organism. Lack of a cor- 
rect mental attitude produced a 
corresponding nervous waste, 

Threats to Children. 

All nervousness and fear might 

be traced to mother’s and ‘nurses’ 


j.threats to little ‘children of the 


great bogeys that were going to 
take them if they did this, or did 
not do that. 

Two things were ‘af vital im- 
portance: what a man thought of 
the world, and what he thought of 
himself. It was the thought of 
what the world was thinking of 
him: that disturbed equilibrium 


‘land ‘dissipated nervous energy. 


One who was, in usual circum- 
stances, a fluent speaker, if called 
upon to address a gathering would 
suddenly become hesitating, 
speech bound, nervous, What beat 
him was worrying about what the 
crowd thought of him. One was 
accepted at one’s own valuation, 
The mind that weighed and judg- 
ed was the master mind: the mind 
that allowed itself to be weighed 
and judged was the slave mind,

ject is vibrating up and down and 


how much ig vibrating right and 
left. 

. In any object that glows of itself 
—a candle, a coal, 
lght—the vibrations are equal in 
both directions, ‘But in an object 
that just reflects light—the slde of 
a house, the sky, a cliff, etc.—there 
are fewer vibrations in one direc- 
tion than there-are in the other.

They ‘find that the light from the 
moon’s surface gives an effect that 
fs extraordinarily similar to that of 
light ‘reflected from volcanic ash 
blown out of Vesuvius, They have 
also ruled out an old theory that 
‘the moon is covered with lava, by 
showing that the light’ reflected 
from Java behaves quite differently. 

Of course, their ; investigations 
have been by no means exhaustive, 
They have not yet tried all possible 
substances, and it ‘js still on the 
cards that something other than 
volcanic duat se mar _juat as 
well.

BOATS ACCIDENT. 


. CONSIDERABLE. DAMAGE IN 
: SHANGHAI. 


Whilst swinging, preparatory to 
leaving port for Havre, London, 
Rotterdam and Hamburg recently, 
the Ellerman Line City of Johan- 
H. Davies) 
fouled the NVY.K. Mail Wharf No. 
1 pontoon in Yangtsze Road, 
Shanghai, and caused heavy 
damage to the bridges and aeveral 
lighters and) junks which were 
moored between the pontoon and 
the shore. Several junks were 
sunk, a quantity of cargo was 
thrown into the water and a coolie 
hoy was drowned, 

It is not known howsthe City of 
Johannesburg. crashed into the 
pontoon but, fortunately, she 
suffered no damage and, after ob- 
taining a certificate of seaworthi- 
ness, she was able to proceed on 
her voyage. 

Luckily, too, there was no 
steamer berthed at the pontoon, 
which is usually occupied by ves- 
acls on the Yangtsze run belonging 
to the Nissin Kisen Kaisha. Had 
there been; {t is probably that the 
damage would have been much 
heavier for the City of Johannes- 
burg collided with the pontoon 
with considerable force. 

The Damage. 

As it was, .the No, 1 pontoon’s 
two. bridges were very badly 
damaged, the chains being parted 
and ‘one of the pontoon bridges 
being completely submerged. The 
other pontoon likewise was smash- 
ed and partly submerged, The up- 
per part of the pontoon itself 
suffered practically no damage -be- 
yond a dent. 

The small craft lighters, -and 
junks, which were lying between 
the pontoon and the shore, hows 
ever, were not so lucky, they being 
crushed and smashed into match- 
wood andeseveral being sunk. 

Inquiry at the offices of the Nip- 
pon Yusen Kaisha by a representa-

Messrs, Workman Clark (1928), 
Ltd, had decided to close down 
their shipyard for a perlod not 
exceeding ‘two months from 
December 20.

Early Ratification 


Needed. 


Managers of shipping will note 
in the King's Speech’ a statement 


that a Bill is to he introduced in‘ 


Parliament providing for the rati- 
fication of the International Con- 
vention for the Safety of Life at 
Sea, and they will be disappointed 
if similar measurcs are not intro- 
duced for the ratification of other 
international Conventions on mari- 
time matters to which they attach 
much importance, (statea Thg 
Times).‘ The Convention on the 
Safety of Life at Sea was the re- 
sult’ of the conferences held in 
London early last year, and it was 
signed on. May’ 31, 1929; jt is to 
take effect on July 1 next, the inv 
terval ‘being intended to allow 
ample time for shipowners ‘ and 


shipbuilders to apply its provisions 


to’ all vessels, Closely associated 
with this Convention is that on the 
Load Line, which was signed in 


London on July 5 last. The Con-|.. 


vention on’ the Load Line was not 
to take effect unti] July 1, 1982, 
but the United States have already 
adopted it,,and the peculiar asitua- 
tion will, exist that American 
vessels will be able to. enter 
British, porta loaded in a way 
which would-.not be permissible 
for British . shipping.

TOO: MUCH CARGO? 


ALMOST LOADED TO SCUPPERS 
IN BRITISH PORT. 


| Some, time ago a well-known 
shipmaster, in writing from a Bri- 
tish port abroad, informed the 
gecretary of the Imperlal Mer- 
yehant Service Guild that a cer- 
tain foreign vessel loading in the 
‘port, to use hig own expression, 
was “almost loaded to her scup- 
pers.” ; : 

He stated that the ship did not 
;appear to have any load-line 
‘marks and that she was loading 
for a port in the United Kingdom. 
He stated that it seemed to him 
ithat British ships would always 
be under a disadvantage when 
competing with foreigners in 
circumstances of. this kind. 

The Guild, on receipt of their 
member’s letter, took steps to 
inform the authorities with a 
view to the ship being watched, 
and the subsequent official report 
received was to the éffect that 
the matter was investigated as 
far as possible by surveyors on 
the ship’s arrival at an English 
port, but, as part of the.cargo had 
been previously discharged on 
‘the Continent, the surveyors were 
obliged to rely on information 
supplied by the master. 


From this it did not appear 
that the ship had actually been 
overloaded at the British port 
abroad from which the report 
had been received “by the Guild. 
It is intaresting, howaver, to learn 
that fhe load lines had been paint- 
ed over and the draught marks 
on the.stenmer’s stem were two 


inches .too high. ‘ 
The Guild is informed that the 
and draught marks 
!were correctly cut in and paint- 
ed before the ship left the Eng- 
lish port in question, and the mat-

The exhibits are well above the 
usun) standard, They reveal great 
talent, versatility and individuality 
cf amateurs. 

A feature of the exhibition ‘is 
the Inrge number of landscapes in 
comparison with the entries in the 
"Still Life," “Portraiture,” and 
“Genre” Sections. The-last nam- 
ed contnins some delightful 
vLudies of local life and customs. 

The difficult task of judging 
fell to the lot of Mrs, M. O, Pfister, 
well known in art circles; Mr. 
L. A. Kobza-Nagy, B.A. the lead- 
ing professional portraitist of the 
Colony, who has” had varied ¢x- 
perience in judging ‘ amateur 
photoyraphic exhibitions in the 
East; and Dr. Li Sung, an enthu- 
siaatic exponent of camera craft. 

The decisions of the judges 
were arrived at after lengthy de- 
liberation. Perhaps their choice 
may not meet with the approval 
éf the man in the street, but their 
comments on the prints selected 
for awards will no doubt be listen- 
ed to with respect by all. 

Vhey expressly desire to make 
known that their preference is for 
pictures that combine excellence 
‘se composition, selection and con- 
ception of subject, and all the de- 
tnila that go to make up a work 
of art. Such a seemingly minor 
paint as the title may turn the 
scale in the artist’s favour, 

Judges’ Comments. 


‘An interview with the © judgea 
elicited the information that 
eighty per cent, of the pictures 
show good’ technique. In some 
enses the defecta found were the 
employment of unsuitable print- 
jug papers or mounts. Some of 
the exhibits, particularly the num- 
bers entitled “Full. Moon” and

a lighter tone. However, abcut 
one-third of the attempts were ad- 
judged fit to compete in inter- 
national exhibitions: 

The School Section, an innova- 
tion, was highly commended and 
revealed that .our junfor camera 
men have an eye for beauty. 

Kwok ,Tsung-tsing, a student of 
Wah Yan College, wags very suc- 
cessful, one.of his best efforts be- 
ing a genre, “Scrubbing,” depict- 
ing two .boat men 
hull of a junk, “Morning Sun” 
by a beginner, Mr. Khoo Fun-yong, 
is remarkable for good live com- 
position, A shade lighter jn the 
printing would Have improved the 
whole.

ring for sanitary purposes,” while 
ithe Greek physician Dioscorides 
stated that lavender was “bene- 
ficial in diseases of the brain... 
and helpful to the enervated.” 


Pomanders in, Museum. 

But it was the Great Plagut that 
provided the museum with its big- 
gest collection of pomanders, the 
ladies and dandies of the City 
earried their plague-proof scents, 
its “aura being infallibly dis- 
[solved by “such things as exhalo 
very subtle sulphurs, as the spicy 
‘drugs and gums.” 
| One of these silver’ pomanders is 
made in the form of a ‘“death’s- 
hend"—a memento mori to its fair 
| wearer of the dangers to he on- 
,countered from London sewers, 
| Another, fade in the form of: a 
book and with six diminutive com- 
ipartments for different scents, is 
more recent, the plague being only 
represented by two engraved rata. 

Below these pomanders are 
shown some of the original in- 
gredients, as given in a sixteenth 
century recipe: “For a verie good 
perfume against the Plague you 
must take Mastich, Chypre, Myrrh, 
Mace, Alces Wood, Nutmegs, Rose- 
mary, Rue, Roses .... all these 
things stamped together,’ and 8 
perfume the Chamber.” : 
‘Henry VII, it seems, had a 
good collection both of scents and 
pomanders, including one curfous- 
ly decorated with ‘ostrich ‘feathers 
and ‘red roses, and even Lord 
Bacon considered that they were 
valuable “for the drying up of 
Rheums, the comforting of the 
Heart, and the promotion of Sleep.” 

The doctors of later years sup- 
ported this opinion by affecting 
scented vinaigrettes in the knobs of 
their. professional canes.

OXFORD: MISSION TO 
CALCUTTA. 


Archbishop of York on 
Western Influences. 


The Archbishop of York, speak- 
ing at a meeting at Oxford on be- 


half of the Oxford Mission to Cal- 


cutta, said that the Mission deli- 
berately aimed at counteracting the 
inevitably destructive influence of 
Western civilization upon Indfan 
life, ‘India, (he said), had 
an ancient and magnificent 
civilization .of its own, To 
a yreat extent in the past it rested 
on religious sanctions which were 
not compatible with the outlook 
created by Western science. Con- 
sequently, the secular education 
supplied by the Britts Government 
was 48 much a disintegrating force 
as an introduction to a wider life. 
We could not avoid’ this effect of 
Western thought upon the Indian 
system, but we were bound to do 
what we could to fill In the gap 
thus created. 'The Oxford Mis- 
sion attacked this evil-at ona of its 
focusing points the University ; of 
Calcutta. . 

Just as we believed the Gospel 
to be the illumination needed for 
the Ife of all countries, so in & 
apecial- way,,India needed faith in 
the Incarnation. A roligion which 
believed, as Hinduism believed, 
that the material world was an 
ilJugion, would’ never enable men to 
dominate by

LEADS 10 BLOODLESS’ DUEL IN 
HUNGARY. 


* Two men arrived in Budapest re- 
eontly with the fixed intentlon of 
killing each other. 

They were the former Greek 
Minister, M. Konstantin Apos- 
tolides, und an Italian diplomat, 
Slynor Scuzi, brother-in-law of 
Prince Bouncompagni, 

The cause of thelr quarrel was 
a diary kept by Mme. Apostolides. 

This diary, which contains many 
references to. Signor Scuzi, ac- 
cidentally fefl under the jealous 
eyes of her husband, who swore 
that the Insults to his honour could 
only be effaced by blood, 

So severe were the: conditions 
which were settled for the duel 
that, when’ the seconds applied for 
permission to stage the affair of 
honour in Italy, where duelling is 
still allowed, the responsible com- 
mittee declined to extend its pa- 
tronage, stating that the duel could 
only end with the death of one of 
the combatants. 

‘The scene of the encounter was 
accordingly changed'to Hungary. 

Count Andreas Bethlen, aon of 
Hungary's Prime Minister, was one 
of the seconds at the duel. 

Three shots were fired by each 
duellist at a distance of twenty-five 
paces, but none found a mark. The 


| rivals shaok hands and Jeft the field 


reconciled. : 

The harmless outcome of the duel 
caused some surprise, as it had been 
ferred that it would end In the 
ileath of one of the principals owing 
to the severity of the conditions.

Judgment on Guestion,| 
of Jurisdiction. 


WIFE’S PETITION. 


Mr. Justice Bateson, in 
Divorce Court on November 24 
gave judgment in the . summons 
taken out by Lord Inverclyde to de- 
termine whether his wife can bring 
proceedings for o decree of nullity 
of her marriage before an English 
court and obtain alimony pending 
trial. 

Ludy Inverclyde, formerly Miss 
June Howard Tripp, who is known 
on the stage as “June,” was mar- 
rled to Lord Inverclyde in March, 
1929, at St. ‘Columba’s Church 
(Church of Scotland), Pont Street, 
London, She socks to hava the 
marriayo annulled on the ground of 
her husband’s alleged incapacity. 

Lord Inverclyde contended that 
both he and his wife are of Scottish 
domicile and that, therefore, «the 
English courts have no jurisdiction 
in the matter. 

Mr. Justice Bateson, giving 
judgment for Lord Inverclyde on 
the issue of jurisdiction, said that 
Lady Inverchyde’s petition would be 
dismissed and algo her petition for 
alimony. No order for costs would 
be made at presents Leave to 
appeal was granted. 

Mr, Norman Birkett, K.C., and 
Mr, T. Bucknill appeared for Lord 
Inverclyde, while Lady Inverclyde 
was ropresented by Mr, Cotea- 
Preedy, ‘K.C., and Mr. Victor 
Russell, f 

The Petition. 

Mr. Justice ‘Bateson sail that, in 
his judgment, the respondent (Lord 
Inverelyde)} succeeded. The petition 
fn tho case was dated August, 
1930, and ‘stated that the petitioner 
(Lady Inverclyde) went through a 
ceremony of marriage with Lord 
Inverclyde. on March 1, 1929, in 
London, and that Lord Inverclyde 
‘had been incapable of consummat- 
ing the marringe, 

Lord Inverelyde, she ‘said, was 
domicited in Scotland and resided 
in Scotland, and she was domiciled 
in Scotland and resided In Hamp- 
shire. Lord Inverclyde entered an 


_ appearance under protest upon the 


ground that the English court had 

no jurisdiction, and he took out an- 

dismiss the

domicile had exclusive jurisdiction,

was to ho decided by the fact that 
the parties reside Jn England -and 


“ "married in England. 


“In my judgment,’ 
Justice Bateson, “Mr. 
Birkett's argument is sound, 


. there can be no jurisdiction in this 


court . unless the parties are 
domiciled in this country.” . 
Alimony. 

“J. am told,” added 'the judge, 
“that Lady Inverclyde cannot in 
Scotland get alimony pendente lite, 
although she could do so here.”

HIDDEN TEMPLE 
RITUAL. 


White Man eee by 
. Priests. 


TOOTH OF BUDDHA. 


In a quiet court of the Inner 
Temple, London; Ilves the only 
Briton who, in the inner sanctuary 
of onc of the most important Bud- 
dhist shrines In the world, has’ been 
instructed by the Priest in their 
hidden ritual, 

The shrine, is thd Temple of the 
Tooth at Kandy in Ceylon and the 
Briton fg Mr. A. F. Hocart, lately 
Archwological Commiasioner to the 
Government of: Ceylon. Even the 
pilgrims who come to tite, temple 
from Japan and Burma’ are ignor- 
ant of the. procedure, Mr. Hocart 
explained to an interviewer, and 
such {mportance is attached to his 
work that an account of ‘it will 
shortly be published for the Ceylon 
Government. : 

“More than 1,600 years ago “Mr. 
Hocart said, “the ritual was in 
existence, before the tooth of the 
Buddha was brought to Ceylon to 
preserve it from capture by the 
enemies of his religion. Indeed 
much of its interest lies in the 
symbolistic adaptation of carller 
rites. It"is recognised that the 
Buddha in Nirvana has no need of 
‘| service, but as an act of worship he 
is provided with a complete toflet 
and with food and drink. The first 
ceremony is the offering of a new 
tooth-stick in a -golden handle. ‘ 

A Golden Bell. 

-“‘Let me worship with the bell 
of tho. doctrine which the Teacher 
expounded with voice like the sound 
of a belk’ *So runs the prayer 
which accompantes the. seven ring- 
ings of a golden bell, and a similar 
prayer explains that the lighting of 
the Buddha's lamp is the removal 
of the darkness of doubt from the 
three worlds (earth, alr ‘and 
heaven). At this point the people 
file Into the ante-chamber and offer 
their flowers. Then water for the 
Buddha's ‘hands and drinking water 
aro offered, and rice, curry’ and 
sweetmeats aro brought from the 
temple kitchen to tho sanctuary. 

“At the corresponding evening 
service only drink is offered, since 
food is forbidden to the Buddhist 
‘monk after noon. 

“On one occasion Kirtti'Sri Raja 
Singha, the most devout of the 
kings of Kandy, was late for this 
service and the ritual had to be re- 
peated, a-custom which is still con- 
tinued. The permanent equipment 
of the Buddha is based on the eight 
requisites of his monks, Including 
needle to mend his cloak, a begging 
bowl, and a water-strainer to pro- 
vent the taking of insect life.

NEWSPAPER. - 


Not Competitors in: 
News Field. 


New York, Nov. 10. 

Mr. Kar] A. Bickel, president of 
the United Press Associations, 
sketches concisely the history of 
journaliam and considers the rela- 
tionship between the newspaper 
and radio in the brief study, “New 
Empires,” published by J: B, Lip- 
pincott and Co, 

This 100-page volume bears the 
charm ‘of concrete examples—the 
hndings of a reporter covering an 
assignment. 

“New Empires” 
finitely into two sections. In the 
opening chapters Mr. Bickel traces 
the story of editing from the day 
of Daniel Defoe—who, he observes, 
might have gone down in history 
ns a great managing editor rather 


than os the author of ‘Robinson, 


Crusoe” except for mechanical 
limitations and he reveals the de. 
mands, being made on the 1930 re- 
porter. In the second section, by 
far the more pointed and exhaus- 
tive, he turns to broadcasting. 


Mr. Bickel, in commenting onthe 
passing of the great “fighting” 
cditors—Greeley, Medill and Ray- 
mond—finds that the, reader of to- 
day is far more interested in 
atraightforward~ statements of 
fact than iv bitter, personal 
opinion. 


Straight, Answers, 


How will this new type of news 
be distributed? Will radio be- 
come increasingly important as a 
means of fact transmission? Will 
radio injure the newspaper? Mr. 
Bickel answers question and 


anawers them straight from the 
‘shoulder :— ; 


“The merger of the radio, the 
movie and the ‘talkie’ ig obvious. 
Scientifically its mejor. problems 
are solved. 

“But this does not mean any in- 
jury to the newspaper. On the 
contrary, I believe it will be a most 
decided factor in the growth and 
development of the newspaper. 

“The radio ja imperative. * It is 
immediate.. To utilize it, to enjoy, 
all else must be dropped and all at- 
tention concentrated on the instru- 
ment. It offers no permanent re- 
cord .... In direct proportion ‘to 
tho keenness of your interest in 


viewing the great events of the day. 
yill be your interest in reading the, 


full details of the events.” 
The Advertising Fleld. 


Mr. Bickel then turns to‘ broad- 
cast adversiting. He recognizes a 
conflict between the newspapers and 
radfo, a conflict based on the theory 
radio is encroaching on its news 
and advertising field. And he 
continues. 

“The broadcasting industry, 
somewhat conscious of its remark- 
uble development over the lagt five 
years, 1s «pushing along under 
foreed draught, apparently deter- 
mined to. risk the danger 
of a ..newspaper . break in 
ita «effort to develop. to 
the furthest extent both its 
advertising and news fields: Re- 
sontment among.many newspaper 
publishers against brondcasting is 
steadily growing: Newspaper an- 
tagonism to PaEn Seana, which
